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Alumni survey 

'‘Safe now in the wide, wide world” 


[North Shore’s Board of Trustees has asked the Association to assemble 
information about alumni jobs and interests. The Trustees — and the 
Bulletin — are indebted to Jim Maynard, ’44, Don Michael Bird, ’48, and 
David Jones, ’50, for this first report which is based on their analysis of 
the returns from the two special requests the Bulletin has made to all 
alumni recently. As far as we know, this is the first such analysis ever 
made at North Shore]] 

Many of us may have the notion that we can stereotype the average 
N.S.C.D.S. graduate. An analysis of the 1961 Alumni Bulletin questionnaire 
cards, however, indicates there is no statistical justification for this as¬ 
sumption. The range of occupations and interests is broad, and is of 
significance in itself in that no concentration can be seen. 

The following information is based on approximately 25% returns from 
the alumni, with some responses from every class since the first graduates 
in 1920. The sample proved fairly representative geographically, since 
approximately one-half of these responses were from outside the Chicago 
area. 

The Women 

Of all the replies, 41% were received from the women. As expected, most 
state they are gainfully employed as housewives. Significant to note, ap¬ 
proximately one-third of all women, including many of the above housewives, 
indicate they are employed, full or part-time, in other pursuits besides house¬ 
keeping. 15% of these are teaching. We find the following among a random 
sample of other occupations: 

1. Secretary, Political Work, U.A.W. International Union, Benton 
Harbor, Michigan. 

2. Surgical Research Assistant, Harvard Medical School and 
Peter Bent Brigham Hospital in Boston. 

3. Postmistress at Coventry, Vermont. 

4. Malaria Control Project in Indonesia for I.C.A. 

Returns from women concerning community projects show the P.T.A. and 
Scouts have heavy representation, as is true of Community Welfare Agencies. 


It was noted that 8% indicated their principal project to be politics. Two 
that quickly caught our eye were a New York State Committeewoman for the 
Democratic Party, and the President of the Princeton, New Jersey, Young 
Republicans, who also serves as Vice-Chairman, Mercer County G.O.P. 
Executive Committee. There are definite signs of increasing active political 
interest among the more recent graduates. The broad range of activities 
also includes: 

1. Board Member of Schenectady Museum and runs retail shop. 

2. Organizer of American Welfare Committee, Morocco (FSO wife). 

3. Plays viola in Cape Ann, Massachusetts, Orchestra. 

4. Member, Board of Education, Washington, D. C. 

The Men 

The men are credited with 59% of all responses. Men are also deeply 
involved in community projects, but seem more hesitant to expand on them. 
A sampling of community interests would include: 

1. Licensed lay reader, Episcopal Church, in charge of service 
and music. 

2. Vice-Chairman of the Medical Research Institute Council, 
Michael Reese Hospital. 

3. American Friends Service Community Project in Harlem, 

New York. 

4. Dade County, Florida, Metropolitan Government — "Metro.” 

The scope of occupations for men is broad, including Assistant to 
Director, Crannert Art Museum, University of Illinois; Attorney for the New 
York Times (Labor Relations); Trouble Man for the Southwestern Electric 
Power Company in Arkansas; Bank Managing Director for Credit European, 
Luxembourg; and an Episcopal Priest in the Diocese of California for two 
missions. 

There are so many occupations listed it makes generalization difficult, 
if not impossible. We find 30% of our graduates within our loose definition 
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of the professions, which includes doctors, lawyers, bankers, the invest¬ 
ment field, accountants and a host of others, excluding those indicated in 
the last 17% listed below. Slightly over 20% are in corporate management 
positions, including a number of presidents. Self-employed represents 8%, 
and half of these are farmers or ranchers in such states as Florida, Nevada 
and Colorado, in addition to Illinois. Sales personnel represent 12%; military 
services and college approximately an additional 12%. The remaining 17% 
are in the fields of Teaching (7%), Government (5%), and Scientific and 
Engineering (5%). Specific examples are:

QUALITY REPORTS: MERIT SCHOLARS AND CHAMPIONSHIPS 

Four North Shore Seniors were recently announced as Merit Scholarship 
semi-finalists, on the basis of the tests last spring, and six others were 
awarded Letters of Commendation. 

In another competitive area, the varsity football team (somehow old 
Aardvarks have trouble saying ’’Raiders”) won the White Division Champi¬ 
onship in the Private School League, and the varsity hockey team again 
went through a season unbesmirched. The girls haven’t even been scored 
on in the last five years. It’s becoming increasingly difficult to find op¬ 
ponents willing to play. 

HERE’S AN INTERESTING COMPARISON in where North Shore’s families live, 
1961 vs. 1935. Twenty-six years seems like a long time, but in terms of all-School 
trends it isn’t even two complete cycles in students through the 14 grades. So, 
trends must be gradual. Considering this, the changes are remarkable: 

In 1935, 70% of the 215 families with students in the School lived in Winnetka. 
Of the remaining 30%, most came from Glencoe, Highland Park and Evanston, with a 
very few others from Lake Forest, Kenilworth and Wilmette. The old pattern brings 
to mind the usefulness of the now-defunct North Shore Line for commuting to School. 

Today, 48% of the 291 North Shore NSCDS families live in Winnetka, and the rest 
are from 18 other communities. Glencoe is still second with 11%, but Highland Park 
now shares third place (7%) with Wilmette and Northfield. Then comes Glenview (5%) 
and Northbrook (4%), followed by the other towns shown at left. 

Weeds grow in the North Shore Line roadbed, and the School’s fleet of small 
buses spreads out to the west, helping the School serve a broader community — at 
least geographically, and probably in many other respects as well.

LEICESTER HALL 


Leicester Hall was considered "the most beautiful at Girton School." 
(Girton was a girls school that preceded NSCDS.) Originally Leicester was 
built on Diller Street. (Diller was an east-west Street cutting the athletic 
field. As you turn into the school entrance from Green Bay Road and go up 
the hill, the straight part of the road is made of bricks. That was Diller 
Street and Leicester was at the top of the hill.) Leicester was subsequently 
moved to its present location on the south-east corner of the school property. 
The 1920-21 NSCDS Catalogue lists Leicester as a Teacher’s apartments 
and Music Studios. 

Alumni Fund and Teaching Excellence 

North Shore’s Endowment Fund For Teaching Excellence is more than 
$4,000 richer because of contributions to the 1963-64 Alumni Fund. The 
Endowment, from which merit salary increases for outstanding members of 
North Shore’s faculty will be paid, has now passed the $100,000 mark. 

Nearly 300 alumni participated in this year’s Fund drive. John Hinchman, 
’49 and Pete Henderson, ’47 were co-chairmen of the Alumni Fund this year. 

Nat French expressed enthusiasm for our new Alumni Fund and for its 
part in insuring that North Shore will play its role of leadership in the 
American educational scene. "I was delighted when the Alumni Board 
decided to devote their energies to building up the Fund for Teaching Excel¬ 
lence,’’ he said. "This strong start is most encouraging for the future.’’ 

More than 40 alumni took part in the Fund drive as class chairmen and 
solicitors. Thirteen classes achieved a 20% participation level or better, 
led by the class of ’33 (37%), ’62 (33%), ’37 (32%), and ’32 and ’53 (29%). 

Next year’s Alumni Fund drive will be headed by Tim Clark, ’52. Plans 
for the coming campaign, which will take place in the fall, are already under 
way.

which are a corruption of all that American ideals proclaims. Even worse, they 
have in yet larger numbers surrendered to those social and economic desires and 
conveniences which blunt the moral sensitivity of men and women toward their 
neighbors. 

In the past, and most especially during the last 80 years or so, the South has 
deliberately created laws and public policies to keep its two races apart and to 
discriminate against its Negro citizens. At the same time, south ern political 
leaders contended that law can never be used to bring the two races together or to 
suppress discrimination • • • thus effectively removing from Negro southerners every 
power and privilege of protest, except the privilege of leaving family and neighbors 
by moving to the North or West. 

That we have progressed far in the years since World War II is evidenced by the 
fact that the present two issues of greatest urgency to our domestic strength and 
tranquility are the uses of law and public policy to undo the wrongs of the past, 
and the right and propriety of protest demonstrations to speed this process. 

As to the first issue, and while recommending that voluntary solutions to cure 
racial inequities should always be sought diligently by both white and Negro 
leaders, we think there is a clear necessity for legislative and executive actions 
by the local, state and federal governments. We are not, in the South or in the 
country as a whole, starting from scratch; we have an enormous housecleaning and 
rebuilding job, and governmental power should be employed for this public service... 

There is no virtue per se in street demonstrations, but only the self-blinded 
fail to see the grandeur of the protest movement which since early 1960 has surged 
through the South. 

Through this movement Negroes seek no rights or privileges for themselves 
alone. They seek only those belonging to all American citizens. A wise society 
would encourage and applaud this discontent with inferior status, especially as its 
end result is to make more secure the rights of all. 

Demonstrations are a direct reaction to the failure or laggardness of white 
leadership. The public leaders of the South have it in their power at any time to 
stop demonstrations by satisfying the demands of the federal Con stitution, or 
justice and of religion. 

We ask the nation’s understanding of and compassion for those white Southerners 
who, because of the teaching and example of their civic leaders, perpetuate violence 
and spread malice. We would remind our fellow Southerners that, as the record 
clearly shows, the bombers, the killers, the haters never act except in areas where 
they are tolerated by official and community attitudes.. • 

The qualities which are exhibited in the protest demonstration are qualities 
that deserve other outlets. Patience, forbearance, faith in human decency, reliance 

upon intellectual and moral power-these are qualities needed in politics, in the 

schools and universities, in the churches, in business, in all of our society. May 
this nation have the wisdom to draw strength from them.

Merritt Starr, ’39 in Alaska Quake 

The following article, forwarded to us by Lydia Elliott Schweppe, ’39, 
was sent to her by Janet Jenkins Miller, ’39* It originally appeared in the 
National Observer , April 6, 1964: 

Dr. Merritt Starr, Anchorage physician, was fishing at Thumb’s Cove on 
Resurrection Bay near Seward when the quake struck. He was on shore and 
his companion in their boat when he saw the beach starting to slip into the 
sea. He began running up a steep mountainside and finally climbed a spruce 
tree. Within minutes a 50-foot tidal wave washed over him. It ebbed and 
surged again. 

A nearby barge broke loose from its moorings and crashed into Dr. Starr’s 
spruce tree. But it held. Meanwhile his boat companion was riding out a 
series of huge waves. "By a miracle,’’ said Dr. Starr, "he rode the crest of 
a wave right back near me. When the wave receded and the boat was high 
and dry, I scrambled into the boat. When the next wave rushed in, we were 
able to ride it back into the bay.’’ 

Woman’s Board Activities 

"Energy Unlimited,’’ the name applied to the Woman’s Board of The 
North Shore Country Day School, has come up with the most ambitious project 
of its young life. 

The Board, organized only a year an a half ago (June, 1962) to coordinate 
and assist the regular Board of Directors of the School in fund-raising activ¬ 
ities for the non-profit Country Day, has presented a calendar chuck-full of 
events for both the School and the community.

become oracles of prepackaged aesthetic profundity. Such a proliferation of 
intellectual results, and such a profusion of effortless comprehension gives 
pause. One wonders if any mental activity has actually taken place. Perhaps 
we are drinking from Circe’s cup, but who (anymore) will look hard and long 
at the assumptions upon which so much volubility is manifested? The vast 
majority of us are, I fear, resigned to doing the May dance with our backs to 
the pole, and carefully observing the oft repeated injunction against making 
value judgments. We are titillated by one view after another in a spiraling 
panorama, never questioning the implications of our feelings. That this is 
a thriving of the arts is doubtful. 

To question a feeling is not necessarily to reject it nor subject it to a 
prejudiced working of the mind, nor become morbidly serious over its implica¬ 
tions, but rather intelligently to examine it for its contents-a subjective 

exploration. Individuality is the outward measure of our capacity to do this. 
That the joy of thoughtless response can be destructive to individuality is 
a lesson that nature teaches us repeatedly in ever more subtle ways. If in 
art our enjoyments are those of the imagination, the lesson is all the more 
meaningful, for any instrument which plays upon the imagination temporarily 
influences our state of mind and potentially the course of our lives. Unless 
there is some conscious qualitative apprehension of what is felt, the ex¬ 
perience of art is but a moment’s passing, an opportunity ignored, and our 
taste becomes the witless accomplice of any charlatan who placates our 
doubt with the proper credentials. 

History is reflection. It teaches us the value of discerning whether the 
wind at our backs is one that will nourish and elaborate our lives or sicken 
and drag us down into a morass, but we do not seem to have learned this
